Recently,  in  the  University  of  Utah  s Daily  Chronicle, 
a letter  to  the  editor  concerning  the  Utes  spirit  at  the  BYU- 
Utah  game  was  hacked  at  by  one  of  the  readers.  His  letter 
was  written  before  the  Denver-Utah  game  which  the  Redskins 
lost  by  a 20-18  point  margin. 

In  it  he  states,  “On  the  day  before  the  Y game 
a faculty  member  offered  40  minutes  of  constructive 
criticism  to  his  class  on  Utah’s  cheers,  and  of  its 
cheerleaders  and  their  apparent  lack  of  imagination 
and  appreciation  for  the  psychological  timing  of 
cheers.  We  in  the  class,  of  course,  were  indulging  in 
the  practice  of  pushing  the  teacher  out  on  a tangent 
to  defer  as  long  as  possible  the  awful  dangers  of  ex- 
posure to  learning  (of  which  he  was  not  unaware); 
after  the  Y game,  however,  it  was  obvious  that,  his 
profession  notwithstanding,  the  professor  was  possess- 
ed of  acute  powers  of  observation.  The  grim,  dread- 
ful, shocking,  inescapable  truth  is  that  the  U s cheer- 
leaders, while  equipped  with  the  physique,  athletic 
prowess  and  other  outward  characteristics  of  cheer- 
leaders, are  apparently  equipped  with  little  else.” 

“The  Y rooters  showed  up  our  uncordinated 
cheering.  That  sort  of  situation,  if  allowed  to  con- 
tinue, cannot  live  long  before  they  show  up  our  foot- 
ball. The  tragic  aspect  of  the  situation  is  that  is 
need  not  be  so.  A little  more  drilling  of  our  leaders, 
some  preparation  and  instruction  as  to  the  effective 
time  to  cheer,  some  original  thought  to  go  into  some 
original  and  inspiring  cheers,  to  do  credit  to  the 
school  (the  ones  we  have  would  reflect  miserably  on 
a kindergarten  for  psychopathic  mutes)  all  these 
would  help  our  cheering  to  measure  up  to  the  stature 
of  the  school.  Maybe  if  we  can  show  the  team  we 
can  cheer,  it  will  be  inspired  to  give  us  something  to 
cheer  about.” 

“Last  Saturday  the  team  was  obliged  to  request 
the  Y cheering  section  to  make  less  noise  so  that  the 
signals  could  be  heard,  and  their  cheering  continued 
until  the  closing  seconds  of  the  game  when  tragedy 
stalked  their  every  move.  We  could  take  a lesson 
from  that.  What  a compliment  to  us  it  would  be 
if  Denver  were  obliged  to  make  the  same  request  of 
us.  Perhaps  the  infant  re-incarnation  of  the  spirit 
of  the  U would  have  a chance  to  reach  healthy 
adulthood.  At  the  moment,  having  barely  escaped 
stillbirth,  she  seems  already  destined  to  an  early 
death  through  malnutrition.” 

This  is  indeed  a compliment  to  BYU  students  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  can  continue  for  the 
full  year.
